Richmond, Va., June 15 (U. T. 
P. S8.).—The office and plant of the 
Virginia - Carolina Rubber Com- 
pany of Fulton, a section of Rich- 
mond, was totally destroyed by fire 
about noon Wednesday, the loss 
being estimated at from $75,000 to 
$100,000, partly covered by insur- 
ance. Nothing but the office fur- 
niture was saved. 

Col. Joseph Button, Virginia 
state insurance commissioner, is 
president of the Virginia-Carolina 
Rubber Company, with Henry E. 
Tresnon as _ vice-president. Col. 
Button said the company will move 
their offices temporarily to the 
Broadway National Bank Building 
at 15th and Main Streets, and will 
begin rebuilding the destroyed 
plant at once. 

Patches for automobile tires 
were the exclusive product of the 
company, and it. was said that 
25,000 finished patches were in the 
building when the fire started. The 
only valuables saved from the in- 
ferno, officials said, were the com- 
plete records and all the office 
equipment.

Two Companies Seek 
Damages From Ford 


In Flashboard Fight 


€ohoes, N. Y., June 15.—The 
automotive industry is watching 
with interest the outcome ‘of the 
action started in Supreme Court 
at Ballston, in which the Little 
Falts Fibre Company and Asbes- 
tos Spinning and Weaving Corpo- 
ration s@ek compensation from 
the Ford Motor Company ‘for 
alleged damages caused by the 
use of flashboards im the Hudson 
River near the Ford plant. All 
three firms are large producers 
of automotive produets. The 
case is being tried before Judge 
Hetfernan. , 

Last summer the plaintiffs se- 
cured an injunction from Justice 
Herrick to restrain the Ford Com- 
pany from using flashboards; 
claiming that they caused serious 
inconvenience in operating their 
plants. The plaintiffs seek dam- 
ages for losses sustained and a 
permanent injunction to prevent 
using the flashbeards ‘ 

It is alleged that in 1922 the 

Ford Company erected a power 
plant at Green Island and in 
July, 1925, flashboards were 
placed on the federal dam ai 
this point to inmerease power, 

which subsequently caused the 
backing up of the Hudson River, 
causing trouble ai the Cohoes 

piants. 

The Ford Company claims that 
it received permission to install 
flashbeards on the Federal dam 
from the government and that any 
compensation’ fer damages brought 
by the plaintiffs should be sought 
from other sources.

- Cause Temporary 
Depression 


San- Antonio, June 15.—The 
accessory and automotive equip- 
ment business in this section is 
holding its own in fairly good 
shape, although it could not be 
stated that sales are enjoying un- 
usual prosperity or volume. They 
are neither good nor bad, al- 
though indications are that the 
summer business will be a re- 
flection for the better. 

At the present time this is be- 
ginning to be felt in some sections 
and it is anticipated that within 
thirty days the sales will be much 
improved. 

Sales in Mexico are being some- 
what affected by the recent in- 
crease in duties, and this has had
